On the 11th inst. while the Pacific 
Railway scheme of the Government was 
under discussion at Ottawa the follow- 
ing scene occurred: — 

Mr. Huntington thought it was well 
that the people of British Columbia 
should be taught that the terms on 
\yhich the railway undertaking was en- 
tered into were utterly impracticable. 
Tho representatives from British Col- 
umbia had not understood or had not 
represented the temper of tho people of 
that country in this matter, and they 
should understand now that there was 
no intention of carrying out the resolu- 
tions laid before the House. "When the 
hon. gentleman at tho head of the Gov- 
ernment intended to build this railway 
he would not build it on the plan pro- 
posed, but when he wanted to humbug 
the people of British Columbia then 
these resolutions were made to do duty. 
Let them not lay the flattering unction 
to their souls that the braggart utter- 
ances of the right lion, gentleman op- 
posite implied that he was going to 
throw this country into bankruptcy for 
the sake of receiving the encomia of 
gentlemen who came from that Pro- 
vince. There was no guarantee that 
hon. gentlemen who were hurled from 
power for corruption and wrong-doing 
in tho past would bo less guilty in the 
future. 

Mr. White (Cardwcll) followed, mak- 
ing a bitter attack on Mr. Huntington 
in connection with the copper pyrites 
transactions. He alluded to the lion, 
gentleman as a robber. 

Mr. Huntington rose to reply, when 
objection was taken to i his speaking a 
second time. 

Mr. Cartwright moved the adjourn- j Conger had several ribs 
ment of the House. 

Sir John A. Macdonald objected, as 
the hon, gentleman had spoken. 

Mr. Robertson (Shelburno) then mov- 
ed the adjournment of the House. ■ 

Mr. Huntington proceeded to defend 
himself vigorously against tho charges 
which were preferred against him. 
He declared that ho had nothing to do 
with the Glasgow Company. His only 
connection was witli some London cap- 
italists. He dared his accusers to prove 
a tittle of their accusations. He charact- 
erised the statements in the Mail, the 
Montreal Gazette, and the Conservative 
newspapers generally on this subject 
as lying slanders, and with reference to 
the libel suit which lie had brought 
against tho Montreal Gazette he repro* 
sented that it had been delayed by the 
representatons of the counsel of the 
hon. gentleman (Mr. White), and if he 
was correctly informed by his counsel, 
the hon. gentleman had committed wil- 
ful and corrupt perjury in making an 
affidavit that lie had not filed a reply 
in the case owing to the absence of his 
counsel in England. The hon. gentle- 
man filled his newspaper with these 
falsehoods, which were started by the 
hon. member for Victoria (Sir John). 
He did not doubt that the lion, gentle- 
man's papers would on Monday say 
that what he (Mr. Huntington) said to- 
night was a lie. 

Sir John A. Macdonald — And so it 

is. 

Mr. Huntington — Does the hon. 
gentleman mean to say that it is a lie 1 

Sir John A. Macdonald nodded his 
Lead. 

Mr. Huntington retorted that if tho 
hon. gentleman was outside of the 
House he would bo a blackguard. What 
he was in the House, he (Mr. Hunt- 
ington did not intend to say. 

Mr. Cockburn (Northumberland) 
rose to a point of order. He wished 
to know whether such language was 
parliamentary. He thought that its 
use was derogatory to the dignity of 
the members of the House. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick declared that it 
was due to the House that the use of 
such language should be stopped. 

Mr. Cartwright remarked that the 
hon. member for Cardwell had called 
the hon. member for Shefford a robber, 
and although he did not justify the 
language of tho lion, gentleman, he 
thought that if any man ever had pro- 
vocation in this regard, it was certainly 
his hon. friend.

Otvawa, May 12. — Dr. Tupper's 
closing speech received the tribute of 
repeated rounds of applause followed 
by loud cheers.

Harrison, ex-member of 
the New Brunswick Legislative Coun- 
cil, died on Thursday. He was 89 
years old. His brother, Canon Har- 
rison, died last week. 

Qon. Moody's Notos on tho "Wostorn 
Terminus. 

Ottawa, May 22. 
Gen. Moody's notes in reference to tho 
Burrard Inlet terminus of the Pacific Rail- 
way are confined to the port of the Do- 
minion extending from the Rocky Moun- 
tains to the Pacific. The Bute Inlet route, 
for practical purposes, he believes must bo 
carried to Esquiinalt, which would be 287 
miles longer than the Burrard route, and 
would bo 217 miles longer to Asiatic coun- 
tries. Tho cost of construction would be 
§20,000,000 more than Burrard Inlet, and 
tho cost of maintenance §093,000 greater. 
Even this route ho does not consider 
would be freo from attack. He considers 
that tho advantages are altogether in 
favor of Burrard Inlet route, and believes 
that its adoption will not only secure the 
trade of British Columbia, but also a con- 
siderable American trade as well. He 
believes it is to be expected that the con- 
struction of the railway betweezi Nanaimo 
and Esquiinalt will not be long delayed, 
nnd that a suitable form of ferry will be 
devised to convey short trains to and 
from Burrard Inlet and Nanaimo in safo- 
ty in almost any weather. He says the 
loss of San Juan is much to bo regretted, 
as it would strengthen the position of tho 
adjoining foreign power in case of war. It 
docs not necessarily give such possible 
enemy tho actual command of the bay. 
The channel is practicable and can be fur- 
ther improved. The nearest point which 
vessels would have to pass by tho inner 
channel is five miles from the position in 
which nn enemy might probably place a 
shore battery. This inner channel is not 
without the advantage of well placed cov- 
ering positions for defensive batteries. 
The distance between such covering and 
defensive positions and assumed positions 
in opposition is from two and a half ti» 
three miles. Both routes would be liable 
in war to the risk of temporary injury for 
a certain distance along either, but such 
injuries could be readily restored by ar- 
rangements previously organized. Bur 
rard Inlet is remarkably adapted by na- 
ture to secure defence against any force 
by sea, no matter which route is adopod. 
He considers that a strong naval force 
will have to be maintained. He closes by 
urging that tho district along the sides of 
the Eraser, and also along the east coast 
of Vancouver Island, and also the islands 
in the Straits, should bo settled up in tho 
fullest manner as early as possible. The 
best encouragement would be tho con- 
struction of roads and the establishment 
of villages and small towns with roads and 
villages, as far as practicable, where stra- 
tegical points are.

Montreal, May 24 — Tho day opened 
bright and clear. At 11 o'clock the Gov- 
ernor-General and Princess Limine came 
on the ground and were enthusiastically 
received. His Excellency and the Prin- 
cess rode along tho lino of troops, the 
band playing the National Anthem and 
the artillery thundering a royal salute of 
21 tons. When His Excellency arrived 
in front of the American regiment ho 
took oft' his hat and addressed Colonel 
Austin as follows: " Officers and men of 
tho gallant Thirteenth, 1 welcome you to 
Canada to honor Her Majesty's birthday. 
Wo aro brothers of one blood in nationali- 
ty and religion, and I am proud to wel- 
come you to-day as brothers in arms.' 
Having passed along, the Governor-Gen- 
eral and Princess returned to the point. 
A feu-de-joiv was next in order. At tho 
sound of the seventh gun from the bat- 
teries came the rattle of musketry all

Tho Boat Raco. 

Tho boat race between tho champion 
crew of Burrard Inlot and a picked crew 
of this city took placo last evoning over 
the courso from the dredger around Dead- 
man's Island and back. Tho event has 
for somo days created considerable ex- 
citement and speculation, as it was well 
understood that both crows wero making 
Buprome efforts to win tho race. Owing 
to tho frequent victories of tho Burrard 
Inlet crow they wero mado tho favorites, 
and a largo amount of money changed 
hands on tho event. Tho timo appointed 
for tho start was 7 o'clock, anda fow seconds 
after that hour Ca'pt. Cooper gavo tho 
word to go. Tho Victorians caught tho 
water first and rowing a stroke of 43 to 
tho minute quickly gained a load of a 
length. This thoy maintained and somo- 
what increased as thoy approached tho 
tho ferry, and when thoy passed under 
tho Esquimalt road bridge they had a 
clear load of two lengths. The Burrard 
Inlot crow at this point wero pulling a 
short, bucketing stroke and took a very 
wido course. The Victorians hugged the 
shore of tho island and on making tho 
turn wero leading their adversaries by at 
least 5 lengths which thoy maintained 
with comparative _ ease. On tho homo 
st retell when the Burrard Inlet boat 
passed the ferry it was apparent that 
they wero fatigued and had only a stern 
chase loft to them. Thoy nevertheless 
pulled a game raco and at Songheos 
Point put on a determined spurt. The 
fact could not be concealed; however, 
that thoy wore out-rowed from first to 
last, as tho Victorians, settling down to 
their work and encouraged by tho cheers 
of tho largo number of spectators lining 
tho shoros, gathered themselves together 
and won tho raco in the easiest manner 
possible by 12 lengths. The steamer 
Leonora followed the boats around tho 
courso and afforded those on board an 
excellent opportunity of witnessing tho 
race, the timo of which as taken by our 
reporter was: Victoria, 19 mill.

Paid Flro Departments. 

At the present juncture in matters re- 
lating to tho Fire Department of this city 
the following figures in connection with 
the Fire Department uf San Francisco will 
probably prove interesting: For the fiscal 
year ending Juno "0, 1878, the sum paid 
for salaries there was $105,097; formater- 
ial §20,407; for running expenses $54,000 
and for rent, stationery, cisterns and hy- 
drants $8,021. The total cost for tho 
twelve months was therefore §253,591. 
The apparatus of the department consist- 
ed of 11 steam fire engines, 17 horso hose 
reels, 4 hook and ladder carriages and 
horses, together with tho necessary equip- 
ments, in active service; and 4 steam flro 
onginos, 2 hoso-reels and 2 hook and lad- 
der trucks in reserve, the condition of 
which was fully kept up to tho required 
standard. On Juno 20th, 1878, a compa- 
ny was formed to run a Aro boat, the Gov- 
ernor Irwin, which was placed in commis- 
sion on July 1st, 1878. Tho department 
as now organized shows a numerical force 
of 270 and during tho year mentioned 
thero wore 321 fires and alarms. Tho 
losses by firo amounted to §1,020,009 on 
which 8550,123 insurance was paid, Tho 
department is woll equipped with horses, 
03 being tho number employed duringtho 
year covered by (he chief engineer's re- 
port. 

Lost. 

Mr. Mackenzie's amendment to tho 
Pacific Railway resolution of the Govern- 
ment was lost by 35 yeas to 1 10 nays. On 
tho 12th resolution Hon. Mr. Mackenzie 
moved an amendment, sotting forth tho 
advantages of tho Burrard Inlet routo as 
compared with the Butu Inlot routo, 
which was declared lost on tho same di- 
vision. The remaining resolutions wero 
concurred in. 

Fatal Accident.- On Saturday after- 
noon a Bad accident occurred at tho Wil- 
lows, Cadboro Bay Road, kept by Mr. "W. 
Haynes, tho musician. It appears that 
during his absence on one of tho excursion 
boats Mrs. Haynes had occasion to go 
away from tho house for a few minutes, 
leaving her threo little children playing 
in tho yard in which an old log had ro- 
cently beon burned. Mrs. Haynes seems 
to havo been under the impression that 
the embers from the log were entirely ex- 
tinguished, but this could not have been 
tho case for the youngest of the children, 
a bright little girl nearly 3 years old, 
whilst playing about the yard in all 
probability stirred up tho embers with a 
stick and ignited hor clothes. The poor child 
was dreadfully burned about the body and 
faco, hor clothing with tho exception of 
her shoes and stocking being entirely con- 
sumed by tho (lames. Her two brothers, 
children aged 5 and years respectively, 
made every effort in their tiny power to 
Bavo their little sister, but without avail. 
Dr. Hannington was sent for as soon as 
poasiblo, but the child oxpired afew hours 
after the accident occurred. Tho funeral 
takes placo to-day from the residence of 
the parents at 1 :30 p.m. 

A Robbery. — On Saturday evening at 
7 o'clook Mr. and Mrs, Dalton loft their 
homo on Rao street to visit a friend. At 
9 o'clock thoy returned and discovered 
that tho houso had been robbed of a gold 
watch and chain, a new coat and several 
other articles. The robbery was commit- 
ted by some person who know that Mr. 
and Mrs. Dalton intended to go out that 
evening, and the thief entered with a key 
by tho front door.

A destructive firo has taken place at 
Tho Dalles. It originated in tho Pioneer 
Hotel through the carolossnesa of a waiter 
who entered tho oil room and threw down 
a lighted cigar or match which ignited a 
quantity of inflammable matter. Tho 
names spread rapidly and great consterna- 
tion prevailed. Adjacent buildings took 
firo and tho wholo row of structures on 
tho riverside of Second street were burn- 
ed for somo distance Thence tho flames 
spread to First stroot and across it to tho 
river, and on the other sido thoy leaped 
across Second stroot and swept westward. 
All tho hotels in tho town, with one ox- 
coption, aro destroyed. Tho total loss is 
estimated at $200,000. 

A torrific hail and rain storm of unpre- 
cedented violence passed ovor Salem on 
Thursday.

these 125 miles, without one hint or 
idea, far less explicit information as, to 
the position where it was to commence 
or end. The lion, gentleman (Dr. 
Tupper) had to-day admitted that the 
late Government could pursue no other 
course than they had pursued, and tho 
difficulties which beset their path, and 
the extreme difficulties which wero 
placed in the way of their administra- 
tion by the action of tho Hon. gentle- 
man and his colleagues prior to their 
advent to office. Their engagement 
made with British Columbia to con- 
struct the road from Lake Nipissing in 
Ontario to some point on tho Pacific 
within ten years was ono which it was 
impossible to fulfil. (Hoar, hear.) 
When they camo into office they found 
the engagement in tho statute book, and 
Parliament was as solemnly committed 
almost as by treaty obligations to that 
Province to accomplish this mnrvellous 
work They knew that no matter what 
course was taken, they would be sub- 
ject to blame, eithor from hon. gentlo- 
men opposite or from their friends in 
the country. Thoy had on the one 
hand to maintain what wero equivnlcnl 
almost to treaty obligations with Brit- 
ish Columbia, with a population which 
only reached a few thousand people — 
Mr. DcCosinos — No. 
Mr. Mackenzie remarked that his 
hon. friend would have his turn 

Mr. DeCosmos hoped that the hon. 
gentleman would place British Colum- 
bia and its tax-paying powor properly 
before the House and country. 

Mr, Mackenzie was afraid that if he 
placed some British Columbia mem- 
bers in thoir true position before the 
House, it would not be a very happy 
one, British Columbia had no ground 
for any other feeling towards the late 
I ftdmi* jtration than one of extreme 
gratitude. (Hear, hear.) Ho was 
aware that there was a strong feeling 
through the eastern portion of Canada 
— which comprised four millions to a 
few thousands — that we had under- 
taken a task far beyond our powers, 
and to tax our people for accomplish- 
ing our object we would have to tax 
the energies of a people possessing five 
times our population and wealth, 



and to contend with difficulties 
incident, to such a position. The 
hon. gentleman had compared the 
plan of the lato Government with 
that originated by hon. gentlemen op- 
posite. The plan of the latter was this: 
Beforo they obtained any authority 
from Parliament at all they had ar- 
ranged n plan of giving out the con- 
tract for tho construction of tho entire 
line to a company without any compe- 
tition, and paying that company 50,- 
000,000 acres of land and $30,000,000 
in consideration for building the road. 
If hon. gentlemen had received the 
slightest encouragement from tho cap- 
italists of England to carry out their 
plan, then they might speak with some 
confidence of its having been rejected 
after, but hon. gentlemen knew very 
well that before they left office this 
plan had completely broken down. 
(Hear, hear.) They knew that Sir 
Hugh^ Allan and some of his associates 
in tho directorate of the company had 
visited England, and had seen all the 
bankers, capitalists, and contractors 
they could, and that they had come 
back to this country without a single 
ray of hope thai any such scheme 
could be carried out. (Hear, hear.) 
And what did hon. gentlemen do) 
They released Sir Hugh Allan and his 
company from all their obligations, 
and paid them back their surety, and 
now they spoke grandiloquently of 
what they would have clone had their 
plan been adopted. Tho late Govern- 
ment decided at once that to keep the 
original terms was out of the question, 
More than two years and a half had 
elapsed, and the surveys were barely 
commenced, and it was impossible be- 
fore a number of years, and until they 
had obtained ample information, to 
commence the construction; and when 
he said said that, at that time, less 
than half a million had been expended 
on surveys, entirely of preparatory 
and exploratory character, and that at 
this moment according to the state- 
ment of the hon. gentleman opposite, 
the expenditure had been within a 
fraction of $4,000,000, it would bo 
seen bow gigantic the work was, and 
how unreasonable was t he complaint 
that came from British Columbia that 
that thoy had not yet commenced a 
mile of railway. L was impossible to 
commence it until llie surveys had 
beon made, and it was impossible to 
accomplsh the surveys without tho ex-' 
penditure of a very large amount of 
labor and money. The Chief Engin- 
eer was aware, as the hon. gentleman 
at the head of tho Government was 
aware, they had employed as many sur- 
veyors as it was possible to put into 
the field. He knew that tho surveys 
had already cost over §1,400 a mile, 
while the average cost of surveys both 
exploratory and upon construction on 
tho most expensive railways in settled 
parts of the country had not exceeded 
§l,. r )00 per mile. (Hear, hoar.) The 
proposal of the late Government was 
this: Thoy endeavored in the first 
place to obtain some modification in 
terms, and with that object despatched 
an agent to British Columbia. Lord 
Carnarvon afterwards offered his good 
services to assist them in arriving at 
some understanding, and they ultimate- 
ly agreed to endeavor to complete the 
railway from Lake Superior to the Pa- 
cific Ocean by 1890, and to expend a 
certain sum per annum in British Co- 
lumbia after tho surveys of the lino 
line should be completed. The line 
never was surveyed sufficiently to en- 
able them to reach that conclusion un- 
til last year. As soon as they wero 
possessed of sufficient information they 
adopted the Burrard Inlet route, and 
immediately they advertised for ten- 
ders for tho construction of that por- 
tion of the line. The hon. gentleman 
opposite was aware, tho whole country 
was aware, that the late Government 
had solicited tenders in England for 
eight months before the change of Gov- 
ernment on tliis ground. They were 
also aware Mr. Sanford Fleming was 
in London, and was instructed to placo 
himself in communication with con- 
tractors and financial men. Ho also 
sought tho assistance of Sir John Rose, 
who in many things had been an ac- 
tive, energetic, and patriotic agent of 
tho Dominion in London, and ho was 
informed that, notwithstanding all 
their efforts, they signally failed in ob- 
taining one single intelligent offer, 
there was one offer — a kind of offer — 
but they did not secure any offer for 
the construction of the road on those 
terms. What were those terms? He 
had already stated that they comprised 
a grant of 20,000 acres and §10,000 in 
cash per mile, and a guarantee of 4 per 
cent, for 25 years of such balance as 
might bo represented as necessary. 
Nothing could be more explicit. It 
would bo difficult to imagine tonus 
more favorable, and yet the hon. gen- 
tleman seemed to expect that by a col- 
onization scheme with ten million 
acres of land instead of fifty millions, 
and money to tho extent of $30,000,- 
000, he was somehow or other to suc- 
ceed in getting this railroad built. He 
could only say that the lion, gentle- 
man's own remarks showed to-day that 
it was utterly useless at the present 
timo to expect that British railway 
contractors or great financial firms 
would engage in any railway enter- 
prise on this continent. 
Mr. Tupper— Hear, hear. 
Mr. Mackenzie said much of this 
was due to the want of confidence 
which prevailed in financial circles in 
England, and a great deal to tho un- 
wise legislation in Canada respecting 
competing linos, both Provincial and 
Dominion. The hon. gentleman said 
we could not possibly doubt that the 
British Government would show the 
greatest possible anxiety in at once 
complying with the invitation which he 
had to give to them, and bring those 
thousands of distressed people to the 
prairies and give us money to build the 
railroad. Why, the hon. gentleman 
and his colleagues had within the last 
few days legislated wholly against 
Great Britain, discriminating against 
Great Britain —

Mr. Mackenzie — The legislation of 
this House has been a direct insult to 
the Mother Country. 

Hon. members — Hear, hear, and no, 
no. 

Mr. Mackenzie — It had been throw- 
ing in the faces of British statesmen 
and people defiance — hear, hoar, and 
no, no — and notwithstanding this the 
hon. gentleman had not hesitated to 
express his belief, after legislation in 
this sense, agaiast the peace of the 
Empire and the interest of British 
commerce — 

Lion, members — Hear, hear, and no, 
no. 

Mr. Mackenzie — In favor 
Republican commerce of the 
States — 

Hon. members— No, no, an 
hear. 

Mr. Mackenzie — It was very remark- 
able that tho Imperial Government was 
expected to be influenced by these 
resolutions. Ho had supposed when 
he first read these resolutions that the 
hon. gentleman had been in communi- 
cation with the British Government. 
He had supposed until he had hoard 
tho speech of the Minister of Public 
Works that he had in some way or 
other reason to feel that something of 
this kind had beon clone, and he con- 
fessed that ho was astonished nt the 
liberality of British statesmen, who 
were capable of so returning evil with 
good; but the hon. gentleman had giv- 
en them no information whatever upon 
the subject. It seemed that these reso- 
lutions wero introduced at haphazard, 
in tho hope that something or other 
would turn up. They wero in a strait 
at the present time. They wore pressed 
on one hand by tho financial position, 
and on the other by tho two members 
from Victoria, B.C. (Hear, hear.) 
They had tho leader of the Govern- 
ment considering how he could bring 
relief to his constituents, and at the 
same time how he could keep his re- 
sponsibility intact to the people of the 
country. There was more of British 
Columbia than Victoria represented in 
this House, British Columbia, Vic- 
toria, and Canada seemed to be 
Premier convertible terms 
hear.) These gentlemen spoke with the 
utmost coolness and indifference of 
tho expenditure of millions. Now, 
he proposed to refer to what was 
said regarding tho question of the 
route. He thought it was a very un- 
fortunate matter that the leader of the 
Government should be in a position to 
have his fealty to his constituents and 
his fealty to the Dominion antagonis- 
tic to each other. The newspapers in 
the hon. gentleman's own constituency 
frankly and plainly declared that they 
had nominated and elected him for Vic- 
toria for the express purpose of bring- 
ing the route to Esquimalt and Bute 
Inlet (hear, hear), and no doubt the 
hon. gentleman accepted the nomina- 
tion and election with tho intention of 
complying with tho views of his consti- 
tuents. (Hear, hear, - and laughter.) 
They had the first instalment of that 
compliance in one of those resolutions, 
"That tho selection of Burrard Inlet as 
a terminus was premature." That 
meant that it was selected too soon. If 
that was the case, what would be said 
when it was stated that the member 
for Victoria and his Administration 
selected Buto Inlet five years before 
that? (Hoar, hear.) Ho succeeded, 
in coming eastward from the centre of 
tho continent, in obtaining grades in 
ono portion not exceeding 2G feet to a 
mile, and in another not exceeding 10 
feec to a mile. On the Burrard Tnlet 
there was no grade exceeding 52 feet to 
the mile. On a very large portion they 
were much less than that, and a consi- 
derable portion was level. The junior 
member for Victoria had made a remark 
about the curves, which were a very 
important matter in a railway liko this. 
On the Burrard Inlet route, out of a 
distance of 493 miles, there wero 285 
miles of straight line, while on the Bute 
Inlet route, out of a distance of 54 G 
miles thero were 32S miles of a straight 
line. Tho percentage of straight line 
on the Butt! Inlet route was 58 and on 
the Burrard Inlet route GO, showing 
that there was an advantage in that re- 
spect of 2 per cent, in favor of tho lat- 
ter. (Hear, hear.) Tho entire per- 
centage of curvature on the Burrard 
Inlet was 39.76 and on tho Bute Inlot 
42.10. Tho Minister of Public Works 
had said that tho Burrai'd Inlet routo 
passed though a country partially set- 
tled and most valuable for agricultural 
purposes. Other advantages might bo 
mentioned which would materially less- 
en tho cost of construction. One of 
these consisted of magnificent turnpike 
roads, constructed by tho energy and 
enterprise of the British Columbia peo- 
ple. There was besides near Kamloops 
a bed of coal, which would be available 
for fuel and for traffic. These advan- 
tages wore not counterbalanced by the 
military consideration referred to 
by the Minister of Public Works 
The hon. gentleman said it was a 
serious matter to go so near the United 
States. Why, all our great railways 
passed within sight of tho United 
states. Even the Intercolonial rail- 
road at certain points was only twenty- 
six miles from the border. The Grand 
Trunk for a hundred miles wps within 
gunshot of the United States territory, 
and less, for a great part of the dis- 
tance from tho St. Lawrence, which 
was open to both countries. No one, 
in short, dreamed of a military consid- 
eration interfering as to the route of 
the railroad on Canadian territory. 
Tho hon. gentleman actuallyseemed ap- 
prehensive that a large portion of the 
traffic from and to tho United States 
and British Columbia would pass over 
our road. Instead of this being nn 
argument against this portion of the 
route, it was a strong argument in its 
favor. 

Mr. Tuppor — No, no. 



Mr. Mackenzie — Besides, tho hon. 
gentleman must recollect that naval of- 
ficers, by a very largo preponderance 
of opinion, had selected Burrard Inlet 
when requested to report upon it. 
Hon. Members — No, no; yes, yes. 
Mr. Mackenzie — Our own Lieuten- 
ant-General Smyth also considered 
that thero was no objection from a 
military point of view in taking tho 
Burrard Inlet route. He had to-day 
enquired if the opinion of General 
Moody, the celebrated officer of engin- 
eers, who was at ono timo Governor 
of British Columbia, had beon givon on 
this point. This gentioman had placed 
himself in communication with himself 
(Mr. Mackenzie). 

Mr. DeCosmos said Gen. Moody 
was not Governor of British Columbia 
to whom ho gave tho character of 
mathematical Christian. 

Mr. Mackenzie replied ho was sure 
that no person would accuso the hon. 
gentioman of that crime. (Laughter.) 
His hon. friend beside him suggested 
that the hon. gentleman was a culvil- 
inear Christian. (Laughter.) He had 
always understood that Gen. Moody 
was Governor of British Columbia. 

Mr. Dewdney observed that that 
gentleman was Colonel of the Royal 
Engineers, who came out there in 
1858. 

Mr. Mackenzie — Did he not admin- 
ister the affairs of tho Provinco for n 

time? 

Mr. Dewdney — He did. 
Mr. Mackenzie continued that Gen. 
Moody made himself acquainted with 
the Province, with its geographical and 
engineering features, necessary for tho 
construction of the railway. He was 
sorry his views had not been presented 
by the hon. gentleman opposite, as he 
understood that he was to write. Ho 
had asked General Moody to place 
himself in communication with Mr. 
Fleming, and ho understood from tho 
latter that this had resulted, and he 
thought it very important to get tho 
views of a perfectly impartial British 
officer who had professional knowledge 
which enabled him to give such an 
opinion on this matter. Ho was, how- 
ever, quite at liberty to say that Gen. 
Moody informed him that ho saw no 
military objection whatever to tho 
choice of this route, and even if it was 
possible, and there should bo some mil- 
to thu ! itary objections, he would not, as a 
(Hoar, Canadian, permit this mero objection 
to stand in the way of accomplishing 
results, or of obtaining tho choapest 
and best route of railroad through our 
own territory. Use could be made of 
the water communication in the inter- 
ior, and ho believed, therefore, that 
tho lato Government had adopted the 
proper line. He could not doubt that 
thero was no information before the 
hon. gentleman at present, as the hon. 
gentleman admitted, which justified 
him in taking any other lino to Skeena. 
This was, in his opinion, impracticable, 
and they had similar information, as 
tho hon. gentleman must recollect, 
with regard to reaching Fort Simpson. 
They knew it was only possible by fol- 
lowing the river with the unpronounce- 
able name to reach the chain of lakes 
between Fort George and the head 
waters of that river. This route was 
also, he thought, out of the question; 
and besides, they must remember, if 
this was the object which the hon. gen- 
tleman aimed at, that it would take 
the railroad hundreds of miles north- 
ward of tho entire population of the 
Province, both of the Island and the 
Mainland and this was a matter which 
they must seriously look to.
